Dies Of Cancer

cancer at 57.

Dr. John S. Foster, Pentagon

carry a single warhead with the 
explosive force of 25 million 
tons of TNT or three separate 
warheads each with the blasting 
force of 5 million tons.

or arranging credit for which a 
finance charge is payable.

WASHINGTON (AP> — The 
25,000 U.S. troops being with­ 
drawn from Vietnam this sum­ 
mer will not come all the way 
home, but are expected to be 
held in reserve in such areas as 
Okinawa or Hawaii, according 
to Pentagon sources. 
In case of emergencies, the 
sources 
indicated, 
the 
units 
could be rushed back to Viet­ 
nam. 
They said the scaling down of 
U.S. manpower is expected to 
begin with an initial pullout of 
several 
combat 
battalions 
or 
support-type forces. 
Identifica­ 
tion of the units may not come 
for several days, the sources 
said, 
possibly only 
after 
the 
troops already have left the war 
zone. 
The 
broad 
outline 
for 
the 
phased 
American 
withdrawal 
was set Sunday when President 
Nixon 
announced 
that 
25,000 
men—“a division equivalent”— 
would be out of Vietnam by Au­ 
gust. 
The decision was greeted in 
Washington with some surprise 
—not 
that 
the administration 
was beginning the long-awaited 
de-escalation but that it was so 
limited. 
One 
uniformed officer 
who 
was familiar with the various 
options the administration was 
studying 
commented: 
“That’s 
weird. 
I’ve seen numbers of 
50,000 
and 
higher. 
We 
could 
have pulled out more.” 
Pentagon sources noted that 
the 25,000 means the President 
probably is authorizing the with­ 
drawal of various small units, 
not a regular division, as start­ 
ers. 
Thus the Vietnam scaledown 
will take place in much the 
same way as the buildup which 
began four years ago: in piece­ 
meal fashion.

President

SUBIC BAY, Philippines (AP) 
— Australian Adm. G. J. B. 
Crabb revealed today that the 
carrier 
Melbourne 
narrowly 
missed ramming another ship 
three davs before she cut the 
U.S. destroyer Frank E. Evans 
in half. 
Crabb told a joint U.S.-Austra- 
lian board investigating the col­ 
lision that “another ship passed 
within 50 feet—50 feet— of the 
Melbourne” early on the morn­ 
ing of May 31. He termed the in­ 
cident a “near collision.” 
Crabb did not name the other 
ship, but informed sources said 
it was the U.S. destroyer Ever­ 
ett F. Larson. 
The joint inquiry opened to­ 
day with three U.S. Navy offi­ 
cers and three from the Austra­ 
lian navy an the board. U.S. 
Rear Adm. Jerome H. King Jr. 
is the senior member. Navy offi­ 
cials said they believed it was 
the first such two-nation inquiry 
in naval history. 
Adm. Crabb was the only wit­ 
ness before the board adjourned 
for a flight tonight to Singapore, 
where the Melbourne is docked 
for repairs. Sources said the 
board would inspect the carrier 
and return to Subic Bay Tues­ 
day.

Holds Steady 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation’s 
unemployment 
rate 
held steady at 3.5 per cent in 
May while employment showed 
a slower rate of growth which 
probably reflects a slowdown in 
the economy, the Labor Depart­ 
ment said today. 
Total 
nonfarm 
payroll 
em­ 
ployment 
increased by 90,000, 
said the Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics. 
“ Employment growth, rapid 
in late 1968 and early I960, has 
slowed considerably in the past 
three months,” 
said 
the 
bu­ 
reau's report. 
“Monthly payroll employment 
has slowed considerably in tile 
past three months. Monthly pay­ 
roll employment increases have 
averaged 100.000 in the Febru- 
arv-May period, in contrast to 
325.(KM) over the Sept em bei-Fob- 
mary period.” it said. 
“Tile recent slowing down has 
occured mainly in the goods- 
producing 
sector; 
employment 
in the service sector has contin­ 
ued to rise, although at a less 
rapid pace than in the earlier 
period,” the repirt said. 
Howard Stambier, chief em­ 
ployment analyst of the bureau, 
said the slackening in tile rate 
of employment growth probably 
reflex'ted efforts by the Nixon 
administration to slow the econ­ 
omy in older to ease inflation­ 
ary treasures.

came from President Nguyen 
Van Thieu 
in off-the-cuff re­ 
marks to newsmen following his 
summit meeting with Nixon on 
tiny, Midway Island. 
Referring to advance specula­ 
tion that there might be serious 
differences between the United 
States and the Saigon govern­ 
ment over ways and means to 
promote the search for peace, 
Thieu 
said 
with 
emphasis: 
“This is not true . . . We have a 
very 
close 
understanding 
on 
that.” 
Back In Honolulu 
Following five hours of talks, 
most of them with only one key 
adviser sitting beside each chief 
executive, 
Nixon 
returned 
to 
Honolulu foi' an overnight stay 
and Thieu flew back to Saigon. 
Thieu 
expressed satisfaction 
with Nixon’s decision to with­ 
draw 
25,000 
American 
troops 
from his country, with all indi­ 
cations i>omtmg to further with­ 
drawals. 
He called it “good news for 
the American people” and de­ 
clared: 
“We will do our best from 
now on to alleviate the burden 
of the American people.” 
It seemed evident the Ameri­ 
can delegation at Midway hoped 
the move would help defuse 
homefront criticism ai Nixon’• 
Vietnam policy. 
Nothing Significant 
But Sen. Eugene McCarthy, 
D-Minn., said he didn’t “see 
that this is any significant indi­ 
cation of any program to try 
and resolve or end the war.” 
And Sen. George S. McGovern, 
D-S.D., commented: 
“I can’t 
see where this represents any 
significant 
shift of 
American 
policy . . . I think we ought to 
begin taking them all out, and 
the faster the better, as far as I 
am concerned.” 
In his announcement. 
Nixon 
said: 
“President 
Thieu 
informed 
me that the progress of the 
training (program and the equpi­ 
ping program for South Viet­ 
namese forces had been so suc­ 
cessful that he could now re­ 
commend that the United States 
begin to replace U.S. combat 
forces with Vietnamese forces 


“As a consequence af the rec­ 
ommendation by the president 
and the assessment af our own 
commander in the field, I have 
decided to order the immediate 
redeployment from Vietnam of 
a division equivalent of approxi­ 
mately 25.000 men. 
Start In 30 Days 
“This troop replacement will 
begin within the next 30 days 
and will bt* completed by the 
end of August . . . 
“I will announce plans for fur­ 
ther replacement as decisions 
are made.” 
Nixon said decisions of future 
withdrawals would hinge on the 
readiness of South Vietnamese 
forces, progress in the Paris 
peace talks and the level of ene­ 
my activity. 
White House sources had said 
earlier they believed a troop 
withdrawal made from a posi­ 
tion of .strength would promote 
progress rn Pans. 
The two presidents abo sut>- 
scribed to a declaration, put for­ 
ward in a joint statement at the 
end of Du* conference, that pre­ 
sumably was designed to help 
get the negotiations moving:

Less than six weeks from now. American 
astronauts will attempt the first manned landing 
on the moon, a satellite without water or oxygen 
some 238,(HK) miles from the surface of tile 
earth. 
Hie manned landing- attempt by the crew of 
Apollo l l will climax a space effort that started 
over seven years ago with the first orbital 
flight of John Glenn. 
Remember John Glenn, the nation’s first 
astronaut ? 
His name became a “household” word, a na­ 
tional hero who has since made one attempt to 
capitalize on the publicity with a run at a Sena­ 
torial seat in Ohio. Glenn withdrew from the 
race when he was injured in a bathtub fall, dis­ 
rupting his campaign, but in recent weeks there 
has been serious speculation 
that he will try 
again to win a seat in the U. S. Senate. 
Since Glenn flew that historic first mission 
for the United States, the American space pro­ 
gram has met with great success and on the 
latest and most dangerous mission two astro­ 
nauts flew the lunar landing module (LEM) to 
within 47,000 feet of the moon’s surface. 
Name the two astronauts?

The two men were Thomas P. Stafford and 
Eugene A. Cernan. 
How many remembered? 
The lack of notoriety for Stafford and Cer­ 
nan is an indication of how the success of the 
space program in flying men around the earth 
and the moon has changed the American mind 
toward space travel. 
Yet, the dangers still exist in this infant of 
explorations. 
Apollo IO Commander Stafford told a news 
conference Saturday at Houston’s Manned Space­ 
craft Center that the lunar landing module he 
and Cernan flew to within IO miles of the moon’s 
surface was nearly four miles off course and had 
they been scheduled to make a lunar landing it 
might not have been possible. 
“We would have had to turn an awful lot of 
fuel to get back on target,” Stafford said. “It 
would have been a rough job.”

Despite the problem, Stafford said he saw 
no delay in the plans for a moon landing by as­ 
tronauts Neil A. Armstrong and Edwin (Buzz) 
Aldrin next month. “That’s what we flew for — 
to find the unknowns that will better pave the 
way for the Apollo l l crew to land,” he said. 
The four-mile 
error, however, 
illustrates 
anew that the United States is still learning in 
the field of space exploration and best proceed 
with caution flags flying. 
Apollo l l may, indeed, land two men on the 
moon, but the era of space exploration is just 
beginning. 
And at this point, there must not be an er­ 
ror. 
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Bible Reading 


Drinking Pedestrian 
Candidate For Death 


In 1966, three years after the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court outlawed Bible reading and other 
religious proceedings in the public schools, near­ 
ly 13 per cent of the nation’s schools (and 50 
per cent of those in the South) were continuing 
the practice, according to one investigator. 
In the three years since 1966, the percent- 
age has, if anything, increased. Many schools 
never abandoned their traditional practices, but 
lately others have resumed them in direct de­ 
fiance of the court’s ruling. 
One such is the public school in Clanton, 
Pa., south of Pittsburgh, where the school board’s 
decision to reinstitute daily prayer and Rible 
reading has sparked similar revolts in commun­ 
ities across the state. 
H ie Supreme Court hanned prescribed de­ 
votional services, whether or not attendance was 
compulsory for pupils. In Clairton, they are both 
prescribed and compulsory.

“ In a time of turmoil in the country, our 
parents think that loss of the Bible reading in 
school has contributed to the deterioration of 
the United States,” explains Clairton school sup­ 
erintendent, Dr. Robert LaFrankie, whose ad­ 
vice against the action was ignored by the school 
board and PT A. 
“This is not only an act of defiance,” says 
LaFrankie, “it is an attempt to survive.” 
Put in those terms, the back-to-the-Bible 
movement in Pennsylvania is understandable, al­ 
though it flies in the face of the fact that some 
of the greatest of the Founding Fathers were 
not religious men in the formal sense and that 
outside the East and South, Bible reading was 
never a widespread practice in schools.

What is not so understandable is why so few 
schools, in any state, have taken up the great 
challenge offered by the court’s ruling: 
They may not teach religion but they may 
teach about religion; they may not force children 
to listen to the Bible being read but they may 
show- them how the Bible — and the Koran and 
the Torah and so on — came to be; they may 
not inculcate generalized moral precepts through 
rote recitation but they may inquire how' these 
precepts arose in the course of human history 
and were expressed in the different religions and 
how they have influenced the development of 
civilization. 
It is easy to have a teacher get up a n d 
read a few verses of Scripture. It is difficult — 
and expensive — to dev 
a course of religious 
study and fit it into an already crowded cur­ 
riculum. 
But parents delude themselves, and in the 
end shirk their own responsibilities, if they think 
that hearing the Bible read for a few' minutes in 
achoo! five days a week will ever instill morality 
in a child who does not receive supplementary 
instruction in g o o d citizenship in every other 
area of his daily life.

for 18 per cent of the nation's 
50,000-plus 
traffic 
fatalities 
each year. 
A report just published by 
the 
University 
of 
Michigan 
Highway Safety Research In­ 
stitute reveals the characteri*- 
tics of persons most involved 
and analyzes when, where, and 
how they get killed. 
The report, by anatomy Prof. 
Donald F. Huelke. U-M acci­ 
dent investigator, shows pedes­ 
trian accidents most likely to 
occur at night in clear w eath­ 
er, under artificial light, and 
on a dry, straight, asphalt road. 
But this is a statistical ele­ 
m ent. Numerous other such ac­ 
cidents occurred in broad day­ 
light, at intersections, and on 
a variety of road surfaces. 
Alcohol Kills 
Huelke studied 286 pedestri­ 
an fatalities in Detroit and sub­ 
urban Wayne County, 
Mich. 
He found that 37 per cent (106 
victims) w ere crossing a street 
outside a crosswalk or in the 
middle of the block. An addi­ 
tional 36 per cent (102) were 
crossing at intersections, how­ 
ever. 
The remaining 27 per 
cent were standing or walking 
in the roadway. 
Alcohol was the single fac­ 
tor most commonly associated 
with victims. 
Medical exam ­ 
inations showed that of the 
196 pedestrian victims over 12 
years old who were tested for 
alcohol, 61 per cent had been 
drinking—and 
half 
of 
those 
showed over .10 per cent of 
alcohol in the blood, the fed­ 
eral standard for intoxication. 
(O ther studies have found 
that as m any as three-fourths 
of the pedestrians killed had 
been drinking.) 
Just over half of those killed 
were dead at the scene, 
and 
another third died within 24 
hours of the accident. 
The most common fatal blows 
were to the head — in 55 per 
cent (187) of the victims. Neck 
or chest injuries w ere next 
most frequent (42 per cent), 
followed by abdominal injur­ 
ies (20 per cent) and pelvic 
injuries (5 per cent). 
Huelke said has data show 
that “it appears in many in­ 
stances 
the 
head 
is injured 
when the pedestrian strikes the 
roadway rather than by con­ 
tact with the car.” 
He adds: “The relative high 
frequency 
of neck 
fractures 
(found in 42 per cent of 187 
victim s) is surprising.” 
December Worst Month 
When 
do 
pedestrian 
acci­ 
dents most frequently occur? 
December is the most danger­ 
ous month, with 13 per cent of 
the accidents. Rates for other 
months ranged between 6 and 
IO per cent. During the week, 
one-third of the pedestrian ac­ 
cidents occur on Friday and 
Saturday. During the day, the 
frequency rises gradually to a 
peak at 3 p. rn., but the rate 
between 7 and 9 p. rn. is dou­ 
ble that of any other two-hour 
period. 
More pedestrians are killed 
between 6 and 9 in the eve­ 
ning than 
during 
any other 
three-hour preiod. 
Half of children under ll in 
Huelke’s study w ere struck be­ 
tween 4 and 7 p. rn. 
The age range and frequency 
of involvement of the victims 
was as follows: 
Fifty-three of the 286 vie- 
tims in Huelke's study were 71 
to 80 years old, and 49 w e e 
61 to 70 There were 20 vic­

Design Not Problem

is obvious that the pedestrians 
had contact not only with the 
front of the car but also at

The high frequency of deaths 
due to the secondary im pact on 
the road surface suggests that 
change in the exterior detail 
of vehicles cannot be expected 
to be a high-payoff area for 
the reduction of pedestrian fa­ 
talities, Huelke said.

Additional Federal

“There is no evidence whatso­ 
ever for the view that additional 
money is coming from Washing­ 
ton.” said Dr. Ira Polley. 
Polley said that citizens who 
w’lll be voting on school millage 
elections Monday m ust realize 
that effective school operation 
depends on local taxes and state 
appropriations. 
“ Any motion of m ore federal 
funds in the im m ediate future 
is based on dream s rather than 
facts.” Polley* said. 
Polley said there have been 
news stones from Washington 
that suggested the federal gov­ 
ernment has im m ediate plans to 
increase

schools. 
“The simple fact is that there 
is no authoritative evidence to 
indicate the federal government 
is planning any increased sup­ 
port for elem entary and second­ 
ary education in the 1969-70 fis­ 
cal year,” Polley said.

Declarer was the Hungarian 
star, Geza Ottlik. The contract 
was four hearts and West led 
a diamond. 
It is not easy to m ake ten 
tricks, even with 52 cards on 
v iew*. A pparently declarer needs 
a 3-3 trum p break as well as a 
3-3 division in one of the black 
suits in order to establish a 
tenth trick. 
It would seem that South can 
m ake only five trum p tricks 
and two sets of A-Ks. B ut Geza 
O ttlik 
scored 
ten 
tricks 
by 
adopting a highly ingenious line 
of play th at made him a favor­ 
ite for tile contract. 
He elected to play for six 
trum p tricks instead of the ob- 
\ ious 
five, and accomplished 
his goal in the following m an­ 
ner: 
After ruffing 
tile 
diamond 
lead, he entered dum my with a 
spade and ruffed a second dia­ 
mond. He repeated the opera­ 
tion by returning to dum m y 
w ith a spade and ruffing a 
third diamond. 
Then he played a club to the 
king, ruffed another diamond, 
and continued w ith a club to 
the ace to ruff dum m y’s last 
diam ond with his last trum p. 
By this time, Geza O ttlik had 
scored nine tricks, consisting of 
five ruffs in his hand and both 
A-Ks in dummy. Dummy still 
had the 9-8 of hearts left and 
was bound to score a tenth 
trick w ith ane af them. 
The m aneuver described here 
Is known as dum m y reversal, 
and is a form of play which is 
hard to recognize even under 
o r d i n a r y circumstances. Of 
course, it is infinitely m ore dif­ 
ficult to spot when dum m y lias 
only two trum ps and declarer 
has five. 
No other method of play is 
as promising as this one, nor, 
in the actual hand, does any 
other method succeed.

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Milliken Again Defends 
Recreation Bond Plans 


Gov. William Milliken de­ 
fended his legislative recom­ 
mendation that mast of the $100 
million recreation bond fund be 
spent in urban areas of the 
state when he spoke Saturday 
night before the Michigan As­ 
sociation of Outdoor Writers 
(MOWA) 
in

Blaney Park. 
“I personally hold firm to my 
belief that more money must 
go into urban areas than would 
be provided by the original 70- 
30 
proposal,” 
the 
Michigan 
governor told the writers, who 
[generally 
disagree 
with 
his 
formula. 
Voters 
approved 
the 
$100 
million recreational bond issue 
last November, most with the 
understanding that 70 per cent 
would go for state-wide recrea­ 
tional development and 30 per 
cent to urban areas. 
Since approval of the bond 
issue, however, the governor 
has 
supported 
a 
distribution 
which would funnel the major 
share of funds into inner-city 
development. 
Five-Year Plan 
He is also recommending a 
five-year program of develop­ 
ment ‘‘in order to sooner satisfy 
these urgent needs” rather than

Plan Deviates 
Admitting that "I deviated 
from earlier suggestions winch 
I acknowledged to have wide 
support (the 70-30 plan) but 
which I believe to be outdated 
and 
unresponsive to current 
needs” Milliken said he arrived 
at his decision to recommend 
urban development after much 
study and thought. 
In 30 years, he said, nine out 
of ten Americans will live in 
urban areas whereas today only 
seven out of ten Americans live 
in or near cities. 
He emphasized, however, the 
obligation to rural areas of 
Michigan deprived of recrea­ 
tional facilities and quoted Dr. 
I Ralph MacMullan, Department 
of Natural Resources head, who 
said "people who suffer from 
recreational 
anemia 
are 
not 
only found in our cities.” 
Milliken 
said 
he 
believed 
there was agreement on three 
objectives to govern the allo­ 
cation of bond funds: 
• Establish a local recrea­ 
tion program designed to sti­ 
mulate local communities to in­ 
vest in new facilities to meet 
local needs; 
• Expand our state parks 
system and 
fish, 
game

campground facilities to meet 
escalating needs;
